DECISIONS RENDERED TUESDAY. 
JUNE 14. 


Hon. Logan E. Bleckley, Chief Justice, and 
Hons. Samuel Hall and M. H. Blandferd, 
Associate Justices—Reported by J. H. 
Lumpkin, Reporter for the Constitution. 


Harden vs. Lovelace. Equity, from Bartow. 
Practice in Supreme Court. Courts. Evi 
dence. Amendment. (Before J udge Fain.) 
(This case was argued at the last term and 

the decision reserved. Blandford, J., being 

disqualitied, did not preside. | ” 

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A writ of error having 
been continued by the plaintiff for providen- 
tial cause at the first term, and arguod at the 
second before two justices, the thir: being dis- 
qualified to preside on account of relationship 
to one of the parties, and judgement having 
been withhel » and one of the justices who 
presided having died during the term before 
any judgment was rendered: 

feld, on motion te dismiss the writ of error 
made at the third term, that the cause wasstill 
pending for the rendition of judgment, and 
that the surviving justice who heard it argued, 
and the successor of the deceased justice, con- 
stituted a court competent to decide it, cither 
with the aid of fresh argument or upon the 
briefs already presented. Incumbents of the 
bench pass away, but the court never dies. 

2. A further ground of the motion to dismiss 
being that the brief of evidence was not in the 
bill of exceptions, nor referred to therein, nor 
duly authenticated as a part of the record: 

Held, that the motion came too late, as the 
case was now pending for decision only, but 
that in finally deciding it the court would dis- 
criminate between what was,and what was not 
in the record as made up and authenticated 
when the decision was reserved. 

0. Fora brief of evidence to come to the 
Supreme Court as a part of the record, it has 
to be attended with evidence, either in the 
transcript or in the bill of exceptions, that it 
was filed and approved according to law. 

4. The privilege of amending the bill of 
exceptions from the record in the case, pro- 
vided for by section 4272 (b) of the Code, con- 
templates the record as contained in the tran- 
script sent up and duly certified by the clerk. 
The bill of exceptions is not amendable by 
matter certified apart from the transcript and 
not sent up till after the term has expired at 
which the argument was heard. <A good tran- 
script will aid a defective bill, but where both 
are deficient, neither can aid the other. This 
case is distinguishable from Kelly vs. Me 
Gehee, 67 Ga., 364, and Ruflin vs. Paris, 75 

a., 653. 

5. There being no evidence here duly au- 
thenticated by which to test the accuracy of 
the judgment overruling the motion for a new 
trial, the judgment is afiirmed.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. If at a fair sale under 
execution, the purchaser buys, pays the money 
and takes title, under an agreement with the 
defendant in execution that the latter may re- 
deem,and there is no change ef possession, and 
afterwards another judgment for another debt 
is rendered against the defendant, and whilst 
that judgment is outstanding the contract of 
redemption is executed in part, and by reason 
of such part execution, the purchaser, at the 
instance of the defendant, conveysa portion of 
the property to a third person by absolute 
deed, and there is still no change of posses- 
sion, and none occurs up to the death of the 
defendant, a period of five years after the date 
oi this deed, and of fourteen years after the 
sheriff's sale, that portion of the property em- 
braced in such deed is prima facie subject to 
levy and sale under the junior judgment, as 
the property of the defendant. 

2. A person who knows or believes that 
oroperty is subject to an outstanding fi. fa., 
is not estopped from purchasing the fi. fa.,, 
and cuhjoecting the len<«d to ite puy ment by rea- 
son of having previousiy to his purchase given 
his consent that the land be conveyed to the 
present claimant, it being doubtful whether 
the claimant was to take the deed as a volun- 
teer or as a purchaser for value. Generally, 
the purchaser of a fi. fa. has all the rights of 
the plaintiff from whom he purchased, anda 
claimant who seeks to cut down those rights 
by estoppel in pais, must prove clearly the 
matter of estoppel.

and receiver. And having encumbered the 
exercise of his discretion with this document, 
he erred in denying the injunetien under iis 
influence. Let the judgment be reversed.and 
the application for injunction and receiver be 
heard ile novo, unless the defendant corpora- 
tion will enter into bond with good-security in 
the sum of $200,000, conditioned to pay what- 
ever recovery may be had on final decree in 
this cause in favor of any and all persons who 
shall be parties thereto when such decree is 
rendered. 

In case such bond with security satisfactory 
to the chancellor should be tendered at a time 
to be fixed by him, let the same be accepted, 
and thereupon let the judgment denying the 
injunction and receiver stand affirmed. 

In eitherevent, however, let the cost, both im 
this court and in the court below, on the pres- 
ent writ of error be paid by the defendants in 
error.

WOMEN RULING A CITY. 


And Doing It Fully as Well as Masculine 
Officials Could. 
Salina, Kan., Letter to. Memphis Appeal. 

I have just returned from a trip on the Santa 
Fe road, west. Syracuse, sixteen miles from the 
Colorado line, was the Mecca of my pilgrimage, be- 
cause here, April 4, they elected a city council of 
women, and I was bent upon seeing the town that 
had made this innovation, and the women who were 
filling the council chairs. I wanted to ask the peo- 
ple how it came about and how it was working, The 
first of these ladies introduced to me was Mrs. E. B. 
Barbour, a fair-faced, gentle-mannered woman, with 
an unmistakable air of business about her. I 
found this accounted for by the fact that she is a 
business woman. Her husband does a large and 
complicated business; the books are entirely in her 
charge. Mrs. H. D. Knott is a business woman, too. 
I expe¢t mueh of Mrs. Knott in the management of 
their Suffrage society, because of her experience in 
Iowa as president of the Eight District Woman 
Suffrage society. Mrs. Coggeshall says they were 
very serry to lose Mrs. Knott from their ranks, She 


is chairman . of the Syracuse aldermanic 
force. Mrs. M. M. Riggles is a quiet little woman, 
a careful and @nscientious mother and housewife. 
She hasa way of making up her mind for her- 
self and standing firmly by her convictions. She 
has a reputation among Syracuse male citizens for 
being a person of excellent judgment. Mrs, S. N. 
Coe isa woman of excellent ability, with enough 
conservatism to keep her enthusiasm in proper 
check. Noone of these women is more anxious 
to do exactly right than is Mrs. Coe. She is sister to 
Mrs. Lemert, president of the Saxon Equal-Sufirage 
society, organized at Dodge City by Mrs. Saxon and 
named for her. She has several such namesakes in 
Kansas, Mrs, L. M. Smartwood, the fifth member, 
I did not see, although I made an effort to do so. 
She was confined to her home by sickness; but |I am 
told that she isa woman of ability and that she is 
by no means behind her sisters in any requisite for 
her position. My short acquaintance with. these 
women convinced me that sitting in council chairs 
and wrestling with questions of city polity have 
had no effect to unsex them—whatever that may - 
be—for these were as womanly wo- 
men as I have ever seen, I 
looked in vain for masculine tendencies. There 
was not a hint of it in dress or manner. Meeting 
them on the street or in the cars, you would never 
guess that they were city officials. From conyersa- 
tion with them I learned that they were exceeding- 
ly anxious to make their administration a just one 
—one that would advance the best interests of the 
city; and when they spoke of advancing the inter- 
ests of their city they betrayed the faet that 
they had in mind the city’s moral as weil as 
temporal prosperity. Itissaid of them that they 
are doing better work than the bedy of men who 
composed the previous council. Their townspeople 
Say they were elected because ‘‘somebody proposed 
it and everybody was pleased with the idea;’ be- 
cause “it was believed that they would make excel- 
lent officers;’’ because the temperance people 
thought women wouldn’t be afraid to enforce the 
prohibitory law;’’ because ‘‘we wanted to advertise 
our town’’—this last from a member of a real estate 
firm; ‘‘because women would take time to do the 
work well and thoughtfully.” Altogether, I was 
pleased with my first sight of a woman council. This 
is the only one in the United States.

Macon, Ga., June 14.—[Special.J]—In the 
United States district court this morning, the 
entire time of the court was taken up in the 
trial of the case of the United States ys. Fran- 
cis T. Ridgeway, charged with illicit distilling. 
The case deyeloped’some rather curious phases. 
The officers of the government in April last 
found, in a little branch running through a 
field, and about 300 yards from the defendant's 
house, a sixty gallon still, with furnace and 
beer stands which had apparently not been in 
operation in about eight or ten days. There 
was & path and wagon tracks leading up from 
the still tothe defendant's house. In acorn 
crib about fifteen yards from the defendant's 
house, the officers found a still, cap and worm, 
which. exactly fiited the still, also a jug of 
newly made corn whisky <A. colored 
man who lived on the place about one hun- 
dred yards from the defendant’s house had a 
a key to the crib, but the officers had no trouble 
in getting in, as the lock was of a cheap vari- 
ety that conld be opened with a nail. The dis- 
tillery slops were were found in the defendant’s 
pig-pen. The still was so situated that the 
smoke from it could be easily seen from the 
defendant’s house, and the sound of wood cut- 
ting could be easily heard. The nearest neigh- 
bor lived about a mile away. When the de- 
fendant was arrested, the first question he put 
to the officers was: 

* Who had reported the still?” 

The defendant isa man of about fifty-five 
years of age, unmarried, and living on his farm 
alone, with the exception of the colored man 
and his wife, who tend a portion of his land. 
The defendant and the colored man both de- 
nied having any knowledge of the still, or how 
the cap and worm got in their crib. 

The defense sought to establish the fact that 
the defendant was insane, or so imbecile that 
he was incapable of running a still. The de- 
fendant testified in his own defense with con- 
siderable intelligence and shrewdness, and 
the only hallucination that cropped out 
in his testimony was a statement 
that he had not slept a wink in eight years, 
five months and fourteen days; that he laid 
down at night and rested, but that he never 
slept; that the only thing approximating 
sleep which came to him was that on each day 
after dinner a feeling of gappiness came over 
him, which lasted about two hours, but that 
during this period he was perfectly conscious 
of everything that took place around him. 
The defendant denied having any knowledge 
of distilling, and said he had never seen a still 
in operation. He admitted that the still was 
on lis land, but said somebody else must have 
put it there. 

One of the internal revenue officers testified 
that they had broken up another distillery in 
that neighborhood last November, and that 


when they came upen it they found it in full 


operation, and the defendant was one of the 
parties found there, but they did not see him 
doing anything about it at that time, which 
would, render him amenable to the law. 
That distillery wag_being operated by another 
man. Mr. M. V. McKibben and his brother, 
W. W. Anderson testified tat wey nad 
known the defendant a long time and 
they regarded’ him as a man of small in- 
teHigence. The opinion varied from insane 
idiotic, imbecile to. upright and honest, but 
weak minded. 

Dr. R. O. Cotter was called as a witness for 
the government, and testified that it was im- 
possible for the witness to have lived for eight 
years without sleep; that the witness must be 
either laboring under an hallucination as to 
that or else must be testifying falsely as to it. 
After argument of counsel, the court stated 
that he would charge the jury in the morning. 

Before United States Commissioner Locke, 
William E. Murphy, of Jasper county, was up. 
for assisting in a still. He stated on the trial 
that he had a wife and six children, and that 
one of his boys was named ‘‘Emory Speer.” 
Ile was placed under bond for his appearance.

HOW THE SCENE WAS CHANGED 


From a Fairy Palace Into a Dwell- 
ing of Pluto. 


EVIDENCE OF EARTHQUAKE POWER. 


The Incidents of a Trip Through Saltpeter 
Cave in Bartow.

Romr, Ga., June 14.—Mr. W. G. Cooper 
furnishes to the Detroit Free Press an inter- 
esting article on a cave in Bartow county, in 
which he says: “Within a mile or two of 
Sherman’s route to Atlanta, there is in Bar- 
tow county, Ga., a cavern of considerable his- 
toric interest. We first hear of it in 1535, 
when a handful of Cherokee Indians, who had 
incurred the displeasure of a band of highway- 
men known as ‘“*The Pony Club,”’ found refuge 
in the cave until they were rescued by some 
regulators. In those days the walls and. roofs 
of the passages were white, and their stalact- 
ites rivaled in beauty the icicles which formed 
about the mountain cascades;but since the 
workmen, in getting out salipeter for the gun- 
powder of the confederate army, built great 
fires of pitch pine, and filled the cave with 
smoke, those dark passages and gloomy cham- 
bers, With their sooty walls, give one the im- 

yression that he is approaching Vulcan’s 
Coa, and the black § stalactites in all 
their fantastic shapes seems to be the 
handiwork of thatgrim artisan. Though these 
objects do not resemble thunderbolts, some of 
them have been knocked off and made into 
bolts no less destructive. Of late Vulcan 
seems to have abandoned the place to Pluto, 
who made his presence known last year by 


tearing up the floor and breaking a pillarin © 


the lowest chamber. There was no other crea- 
ture in the cave but a winged beast which 
loved darkness rather than light, and must 
have been one of Pluto’s little angels. 

“The approach to the entrance is by a lonely 
road between wild hills, whose aspect is so 
cheerless, and the sighing of the wind in their 
thickets so mournful, that a man almost be- 
lieves he is going to an awfuldoom. After 
going up the hill for a hundred yards, one is 
suddenly confronted by an opening ten feet 
square, and had a ‘skull and cross-bones been 
placed above it, he could not look into that 
dark and broadening abyss with darker and 
more infernal passages, without feeling a cold 
horror at the thought of exploring Hades. 

“With a good reflecting lamp we descended 
a rough incline at an angle of forty-five de- 
grees, until we were seventy-five feet below 
the opening. The roof was not so much in- 
clined, and the mouth widened to sixty feet at 
the bottom, so as to form a large chamber. Be- 
yond this the floor was smooth and the roof 
only twelve feet high. At this place picnicers 
have often danced, and it is known asthe 
‘ball room.’’ From there we passed through 
several large rooms, one of which was nearly 
100 feet wide, with a roof fifty feet high in one 
place. The floor was strewn with rock frag- 
ments, and in passing out we had toclimb round 
rough bowlders. After ascending a steep, 
slippery place for about fifteen feet, we 
were confronted by an immense stalagmite 
in the shape of a cone, cight feet in diameter 
at the base and twelve feet high. Above 
it a cluster of stalactites resembled a 
chandelier.. On the right and left were open- 
ings into a small chamber, behind the cone. 
Returning thence we went up the main pas- 
sage at an angle of forty-five degrees and came 
to a circular group of stone icicles six to eight 
feet long. They reminded me of the illustra- 
tion of the “‘Saracen’s tent’’ of Luray cave, 
and one of them by itself formed a horse’s leg 
With knee and thigh almost perfect. Passing 
several pillars and a smaller cone we descended 
by steps cut in the rock to a chamber with 
vaulted roof and level floor. Directly over the 
entrance was a hole twenty inches in diameter 
and about six feet deep. From this place a 
very low arch twenty feet wide let us into a 
passage connecting with the main entrance. 
Returning to the big cone we passed througha 
large room full of rock fragments 
into a chamber, from which we  as- 
cended by a fifteen-foot ladder to a 
small hole large enough to crawl through.. 
From it we emerged into a long passage at the 
end of which daylight appeared. Fifty yards 
farther in that direction was the ‘Jug,’’ form- 
ed by a stalagmite three feet thick and six feet 
high, with a neck formed by a pendent from 
the roof. The handle had been formed in the 
same way and was afterwards broken off by 
some explorer. At the foot of the jug was a 
small spring of clear, cool water, which was 
very refreshing after two hours of hard climb- 
ing. A few yards further we ascended sixty 
feet by an incline and came out of the small 
entrance. The air above ground seemed very 
oppressive, and we were giad tosit down and 
eat our lunch. Afterwards another hour was 
spent in exploring a passage on the 
right of the main entrance. After 
following it for fifty yards we came to 
a deep pit with a passage around one side and 
a shelving ledge on the left. By climbing 
cautiously around on the ledge we got intoa 
chamber walled in by masses of stalactites, 
and overhead a chandelier was formed by a 
cluster of those wonderful stone icicles. The 
two entrances were separated by a huge pillar 
ten feet thick, evidently formed by drippings. 
Afterwards we descended on the right of the 
pit into the ‘earthquake room,’’ where there 
were unmistakable signs of aslip. On the 
right the inclined roof had descended and 
forced some of its stalactites into the floor, 
breaking and pushing up the clay for several 
yards. About a rod from this there was, 
firmly attached to the floor and the roof, a 
pillar seven feet high and twelve inches thick. 
It was certainly formed by dripping as the 
union of the portions which grew from above 
and below was distinct. It had been forced at 
least fifteen degrees out of its orginal perpen- 
dicular position, and there was a fracture near 
the roof. Thetopof the pillar was moved 
twelve inches though still attached to the rock 
at the original place. From this it was evi- 
dent that the culate position of the roof and 
the floor had been changed ten or twelve 
inches. This cave was visited last year by a 
party from the Smithsonian institute, but as 
they remained only a short time it is probable 
that some of the most interesting features es- 
caped their observation. There were other 
passages which the earthquake seemed to have 
closed.”’ i.

The South and Mr. Cable. 

The New York Tribune roundly abuses 
the south for its treatment of Mr. Cable— 
alleging that the course pursued towards 
that dapper gentleman is unjust, absurd 
and provincial. 

The trouble is that Mr. Cable is very gen- 
erally considered a renegade—a character 
not admired either north or south. Assum- 
ing to speak for the south, he spoke against 
it. Assuming to represent the south he 
misrepresented it. Assuming to bear living 

witness to its errors, he wrote slanderously, 
. magnifying what really existed and in- 
venting what his malign purpose needed. 
We frankly believe he is the most mischiev- 
ous individual the post-bellum period has 
produced, and that the extent of his mis- 
chief has been limited rather by his facili- 
ties than his intentions. This is the opinion 
of the soutliern people almost without ex- 
ception—an opinion to which they helped 
themselves and from which they will not 
easily be dissuaded. 

The south is not ‘‘provincial’’ in the sense 
of resenting%criticism. Mr. Whitelaw Reid, 
the editor of the Tribune, is certainly a 
stout and outspoken critic of our methods 
and institutions. And yet Mr. Reid might 
ride from one end of the south to the other 
and receive hearty and continuous welcome, 
swelled wherever occasion offered into dis- 
tinguished hospitality. The south is pro- 
verbially manly and frank in separating 
honest differences of opinion from social 
life; General Sherman’s repeated courteeus 
but dignified welcome to Atlanta once, on 
the anniversary of the day he burned it, isa 
passing proof of this. President Hayes, 
though a republican and holding his seat by 
a confessed fraud of which southern states 
were made the unwilling instruments, found 
no difference in the warmth of his welcome 
in crossing from north to south, when he 
swung around the circle ten years ago. And 
this was a full decade nearer the war and its 
passions than the date at which partisan re- 
publicans in Iowa and Illinois formally pro- 
test against President Cleveland, fairly elec- 
ted and winning universal respect, being in- 
vited to attend the St. Louis fair. Will the 
"Tribune mark the contrast in these two in- 
stances and let us know where the “wicked 
provincial spirit’ rests in Georgia, which 
welcomed Hayes with the honors dne to 
‘even the de facto president of this repub- 
lic, or in Iowa where blackguards insult the 
republic because its de jure president has

No doubt our friend is of the opinion

Our correspondent asks if there is any 
act the president has done in three years, 
excepting the veto of the pension bill, that 
is not “against the south and her institu- 
tions.”? Are we to infer from this that the 
south and her institutions are different 
from the institutions of any other section of 
our common country?

The friends 
of the bill make common cause with the 
promoters of the Hennepin canal and all 
manner of jobbers, and the result is that 
they find themselves the victims of a veto. 


As for the courthouse at Monroe, Louis-- 


iana, we cannot speak; but we know of no 
reason why the government should build a 
courthouse at Monroe, Louisiana, any more 
than it should build one in Monroe, Geor- 
gia. Asa matter of fact, however, the let- 
ter of our correspondent is hardly worth 
commenting on. If every man’s democracy 
has a similar basis, we have no democrats 
in this country, nor do we need to have 
any. When a party is individual and sec- 
tional in its aims, it is time to suppress it. 
This is the reason the republican party was 
suppressed at the last election, and it is the 
reason why it will be buried next year.

The Year of Jubilee. 

In England and her provinces various 
methods have been suggested, and many of 
them put into practice, by those who are 
anxious to express their joy at thd comple- 
tion of Queen Victoria’s half century on the 
throne. ‘There have been industrial exposi- 
tions, processions and pageants without 
number, volumes of bad poety and bushels 
of adulatory addresses. A coin has been 
issued from the British mint as a memento 
of this joyous occasion. The duke of West- 
minster in his extreme enthusiasm proposed 
that a lighted candle should be placed in 
every oneof the millions of windows in Lon- 
don to give the city the appearance of uni- 
versal jubilation. This silly suggestion was 
squelched by the demonstration that there 
are a host of people in London who are half 
starved and have no money to*waste on 
illuminations, and by the protest of the in- 
surance companies who do not want toincur 
liabilities for another great London fire. So 
the noble duke’s fine scheme came to 
naught. 

Tory orators have recently commented 
severely on the lack of enthusiasm in Ire- 
land over the jubilee. THE CONSTITUTION 
several days ago called the attention of 
these eloquent courtiers to some statistics 
which show what the fifty years of the 
queen’s reign have been to the country 
which is accused of indifference to re- 
joicings over the semi-centennial of this 
reign.

The Coffee Flurry. 

It is to be hoped that the speculative boom 
in coffee has received a blow that will cause 
it to collapse. 

The wild panic of the past few days has 
smashed several big coffee firms 02 resulted 
in losses aggregating millions of dollars, 

What has caused the cheaper grades of 
coffee to treble in price during the past year? 
The actual demand has notincreased. The 
secret of it all is that a gang of speculators 
conspired together to raise prices to unheard» 
of figures. In order to do this, reports were 
circulated to the effect that the next crop in 
Brazil would be 2,000,000 bags short. Prom- 
inent New York houses did not scruple to 
spread rumors of a serious uprising of slaves 
in the Sao Paulo district of Brazil. It was 
predicted that the disturbances caused by 
the labor revolt would cut the coffee supply 
down to almost nothing. 

Now for the facts on the other side. In- 
stead of a shortage of 2,000,000 bags in the 
present crop, itis said by experts that the 
crop will be 600,000 bags larger than last 
year. This alone is sufficient to knock the 
bottom out of the fraudulent speculation 
now going on. But, even under the most 
adverse conditions, there is little reason for 
a heavy advance in the cheaper grades of 
coffee. Cuba, Central America and Mexico 
are more than able to make up for any 
shortage that is likely to occur elsewhere, 

The whole movement has been nothing 
but a heartless swindle. A few corrupt 
gamesters combined together to rob the poor 
man. This is all there is in it.

some one lets drive at them with a solid fact. 
Now, as a matter of fact, “the silver in a 
Bland dollar’ is not quotable and is not 
quoted, for two very good reasons; (1) ‘“‘the 
silver in a Bland dollar’ is not on the mar- 
ket and cannot be put on the market; (2) 
the value of the silverin a Bland dollar is 
equal to the value of a gold dollar. 

But the anti-silver men do not worry 
themselves with facts as simple as these,nor 
do they need to. Our silver currency is here 
and is here to stay. The compulsory coin- 
age act is a bungling affair in many respects, 
but it prevents the total demonetization of 
silver, and is gradually paving the way to 
free coinage, when the difference between 
the bullion value of gold and the bullion 
value of silver will immediately disappear.

The 
principal items of interest about the courts and 
the capitol are given below. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

The county judgeship of Wilkes county wil. 
be pressed upon the attention of the governor 
immediately upon his return. It was stated 
yesterday that Messrs. Toombs and Sims were 
candidates for the position. The number of 
applicants has been inereased by the names of 
two other Wilkes county gentlemen, who will 
be urged by their friends for the va- 
cant place. Judge Samuel Barnett and Mr. 
James W. Armstrong are the other applicants. 
Judge Barnett is a lawyer by profession, while 
Mr. Armstrong is a planter. The unexpired 
term is only for about a year, and inasmuch as 
the legislature will not meet again after July 
for two years, it is regarded as very likely that 
the candidate nominated by the governor will 
be for both terms. The office pays one thou- 
sand dollars per annum. 

The last grand jnry of Terrell county took 
the necessary action looking towards the or- 
ganization of a county court, and in their re- 
commendations suggested that ex-Senator L. 
C. Hoyl be appointed. It was afterwards de- 
termined to ask the legislature to pass some 
special features for the court,and the governor 
has been requested to withhold any action in 
the matter until after the session of the legis- 
lature. There are now two applicants for the 
judgeship, ex-Senator Hoy], and ex-member 
of the legislature, Hon. R. F. Simmons. Some 
complication exists in regard to the jury’s 1e- 
commendation of ex-Senator Hoyl, the 
friends of the opposing candidate contending 
that it really amounts to hothing. : 

Treasurer Hardeman was not in his office 
yesterday, being still confined to his home in 
Oxford by a bronchial attack. There was but 
little business done at the treasury yesterday, 
a few warrants only being paid. Three war- 
rants in favor of George W. Harrison for 
$59.03, $2.40, $83.25, on the various printing 
accounts, were paid. 

At the agricultural department nothing of 
interest - transpired; asmall bundle of wheat, 
from Mr. F. M. Collins, of Chapel Hill, Doug- 
las county, was received. The. wheat is of 
the velvet chaff variety, and is very forward, 
maturing early in May. Mr. Collins has been 
experimenting with this variety for some time, 
and succeeded in getting 200 bushels from 8 
acres. This yield is far above the average of 
Georgia crops. 

At the penitentiary department, news was 
received from ‘Old Town Camp,” situated in 
Jefferson County, announcing the sudden 
death of William Miller, a life-time convict. 
Miller was sentenced for murder from Glynn 
county, and had not completed a year of 
service. Hewasa young boy scarcely eighteen 
years of age, and was far from being physically 
stout and strong. He had never been made to 
do hard work at the camp, as in addition to 
his. delicate health he _ had only 
one arm. Such light tasks as carrying 
water and tending stock were generally his 

ortion. An inquest was held upon his body 

y the coroner of the county, and the verdict 
was that he came to his death from natural 
causes, it being thought that heart disease was 
the immediate trouble. In regard to the mur- 
der, but little was known, as the penitentiary 
records contain nothing, save the statement of 
the offense of which convicts are convicted. 

In the office of the comptroller-general yes- 
terday the officials were enjoying a well-earned 
rest, the work of the past week having been 
unusually heavy. Nothing of special moment 
transpired. The Southern Telegraph com- 
pany is far behind in the returns the law re- 
quires telegraph companies to make. The re- 
turns of the first quarter have not been re- 
ceived yet from the company, although the 
time is almost here for the returns of the sec- 
ond quarter to be made. The law prescribes a 
penalty for failure to comply with the act, 
which is three times the amount of taxes the 
company ordinarily pays. Unless the tele- 
graph company makes its returns very soon, it 
will find itself compelled to meet the heavy 
penalty requireu by law.

Of course Ido 
not pretend to say what there is in the case, as 
I have not looked into it as yet. I remember 
giving Mr. Thompson my opinion, not as an 
officer, but as a friend, that the methéd of ex- 
change which he then had under contempla- 
tion could not be construed inte a violation of 
the prohibition laws. But of course if a case 
is made against Mr. Thompton or his agent I 
shall prosecute it as vigorously as I know how.’’ 

Upon the streets the matter was very gener- 
ally discussed. As might be expected, various 
opinions were expressed. Those who under- 
stand Mr. Thompson’s method of doing busi- 
ness, as explained above, were very generally 
of the opinion that it is clearly within the law, 
and the charge of violation cannot be sus- 
tained. 

The outcome of the case will be watched 
with interest. .

~~ DAILY QUOTATIONS. 


Important Meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Yesterday. 

There wasa good attendance of Atlanta's 
most substantial business men at the regular 
monthly meeting of the chamber of commerce 
yesterday. : 

President Lowry stated that one of the 
special matters for the consideration of the 
meeting was the consideration of the question 
of re-establishing daily market quotations, 
and requested those present toexpress their 
opinions on the question. 

This brought out a general discussion on the 
benefits and ex of daily market quota- 
tions, also the Eoaaaiel ability of the chamber 
to contract for telegraphic market service at 

‘once, which was participated in by Messrs. 
Langston, Haas, Chamberlin, Fuller, Ghol- 
stin, Griffin and others. 

There appeared to be a settled conviction 
that daily market quotations were desirable, 
and the fact was elicited that the organization 
was in a condition financially to at once re- 
sume the same. 

Mr. Jacob Haas offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, “That the secretary be authorized to 
make a contract on best terms available for full daily 
market quotations on grain, gethencgy a ete., coffee 
and New York and Liverpool cotton for one month, 
with a view of continuing the same permanently if 
deemed advisable. 7 

Mr. T, L. Langston stated that there was a 
question of vital interest to the business com- 
munity upon which he thought this organiza- 
tion shoald take some action. He stated that 
he referred to ‘“‘bucket shops’ and legislation 
for the suppression of the same. He forcibly 
indicated some of the evils of the business con- 
ducted by these places, and clearly showed 
that if there were lossesin such transactions 
the legitimate business of the. community ulti- 
mately paid such losses. The same sentiment 
was expressed on the subject by Mr. E. P. 
Chamberlin, Jacob Haas and others. It was 
apparent that the sentiment of those present 
was unanimous in opposition to ‘bucket 
shops.” 

Mr. Langston was requested to formulate his 
suggestion into a resolution, in order that 
official expression of the chamber of commerce 
might be had. He offered the following reso- 
lution : 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
by the president of the chamber of commerce to 
memorialize the legislature of the state of Georgia at 
its next meeting to pass such laws as will prohibit 
the establishing or operating of ‘‘bucket shops”’ or 
places of exchange for dealing in futures on mar- 
gin. And also petition the city council of Atlanta 

to pass an ordinance placing a tax often thousand 
doliave on every such place of business that may be 
established in the city of Atlanta. 

Mr. O. C. Fuller stated that while he recog- 
nized the evils of the business referred to, and 
was in sympathy with any legitimate measures 
for the suppression of the same, he desired to 
ask if the chamber of commerce would not 
place itself in an inconsistent attitude by now 
seeking legislation for the suppression of buck- 
et shops, in view of the fact that during last 
year we memorialized the governor of Georgia 
to veto a similar bill. 

Mr. Jacob Haas stated that if we were wrong 
then let us confess it, by doing the right thing 
now; he fayored the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby did not remember the ac- 
tion of the chamber of commerce referred to, 
but felt sure that if this organization ever took 
such action, there were good and sufficient 
grounds for so doing, and that it could not 
have been on account of favoring the exis- 
tence of such places of business. He was 
strongly in favor of the action now proposed. 

Mr. J. J. Meador said that he did not sup- 
pose the governor vetoed the bill referred to 
solely on account of the action of this organi- 
zation. He had understood that there were 
constitutional reasons, and did not think the 
proposed action was evidence of inconsistency. 

President Lowry stated that there were 
certain constitutional reasons for the 
governor’s veto, which were referred to in the 
memorial of this organization. He requested 
Secretary Welch to state the circumstances 
which induced the chamber at that time to 
oppose the prohibitory law on the ‘bucket 
oe business. 

Mr. Welch said he though the memor; of 
some present would be refreshed by the state- 
ment he was abontto make. He was sure 
that there could be no grounds for the fear of 
appearing inconsistent by the adoption of the 
pending resolution. The act passed by the 
legislature, and which we desired the governor 
to veto was a bill imposing penalties on any 
future commercial transaction. It was un- 
fortunately drawn, so that it did not simply 
prohibit places of exchange where future con- 
tracts were made on margins, butif Agshould 
have sold to B a car load of flour today, to be 
délivered next month, although a bona fide 
sale, contemplating actual delivery, and car- 
ried out in good faith, under that bill, A would 
have been subject to the penalties of the law. 
ITremember distinctly that we sought the 
benefit of good legal advice on this question, 
and it was this feature of the bill, chiefly, 
which induced us to oppose it. 

There will be no inconsistency in the rec- 
ords of the chamber if they adopt the pending 
resolution.
